SCANDAL SOLVED 


Society Doctor Tells 
Name of Author.

Twenty-two years ago a board of d- 
rectors of the Chicago Woman's club 
vindicated Mrs. Alice Bradford Wiles, 
a prominent clubwoman f charges 
that she had written a 9 En pen let - 
ter directed against Mrs. R. B. Farson. 
Yesterday definite proof of Mr&. Wiles’ 
innocence was established when the 
name of the woman who actually 


Wiles, was made public. 

The “poison pen scandal of the 
Woman’s club in 1901 was a sensation. 
It oceurred a few weeks before the 
election of officers of the organization. 
A controversy followed that extended 
over several weeks. 

Woman Now Dead. 

The final and definite proof that Mrs. 
Wiles was not the author came from 
Dr. Julia Holmes Smith, well known 
doctor, club, and society woman. Dr. 
Smith, while visiting on the Pacific 
coast, learned from Mrs. Charlotte 
Holt Heineman, who died a few weeks 
ago in Los Angeles, that the author of 
the letter w Mrs. Laura H. Clark. 
Mrs. Clark died in 1917, but before her 
death told Mrs. Heineman, who upon 
giving the story to Dr. Smith, asked 
that it not be made public until after 
she, Mrs. Heieneman, had died. 

The “poison pen letter was di- 
rected to the editor of the Chicago 
Inter-Ocean. It was signed “A Mem- 
ber of the Woman’s club,” and stated 
that Mrs. Farson, who was a candi- 
date for president of the organization, 
had been implicated in “a shady law- 
suit that was finally settled out of 
court.” 
of the officials of the Woman's club 
and an investigation followed. Mrs. 
Wiles, by some chance, was cited as 
the author of the anonymous note, but 
after months of discussion members of 
the executive board completely vindi- 
cated her of the charge. 

Author Cleared Innocent, 

Strangely enough, the woman most 
active in clearing Mrs. Wiles of blame 

in the matter was the real author of 
2 letter, Mrs. Clark, then an exec- 
utive of the club, it was recalled yes- 
terday by ¢riends of both women. 

“TY was completely cleared years ago 
of these charges,” said Mrs. Wiles yes- 
terday. It 18 to be regretted that this 
matter is. given publicity again. No 
one believed ‘I wrote the letter—per-

Washington, D. C., May 16.—Secre- 
tary Hoover in a formal statement to- 
day declared the provision of the new 
tax bill opening tax returns for in- 
spection: will jeopardize small business 
and place it at the mercy of large com- 
petitors. 

„ am advised that the provision is 
so worded that they may not even have 
the very indefinite protection that lies 
around other ‘public documents,’”

cient guarantee of ene charac- 
ter. 

„We thus have serious n that 
a man's business may be revealed to 
his competitors. Large corporations 
already publish these facts through re- 
ports to stockholders and this require- 
ment, therefore, does pot materially 
affect them. Such publication would 
be likely to become the basis of credit 
rating in the smaller businesses, and 
the vital factor of character and repu- 
tation will be undermined by. thé tax 
return of any bad year. 

“It will enable strong competitors 
to take advantage of temporary weak 
condition of smaller concerns, and on 
the other hand, fraudulent concerns 
would gladly pay & few thousand dol- 
lars a year falsely disguised as profit 
to mislead, the public. People who 
wish to disguise their wealth will be 
stimulated to further evasion.

| If criminal, it is an offense against 
the government and is held by a ma- 
jority of precedents to be subject to 
pardon by the President. If civil—or 
involving the right of citizens not the 
defendants—the majority hold the 
President has no power. 

At the White House it was pointed 
out that the President had not agtually 
ever pardoned Grossman in the legal 
sense of the word. The President 
ordered a commutation of sentence so 
Grossman would not have to “serve 
any longer.” Since Grossman had 
never been in jail he could not be com- 
muted, it was said. 

Surprise for the President. 

The White House spokesman said 
the President was surprised when he 
learned the saloonkeepr had not been 
in jail. He believed he was merely 
cutting the sentence to whatever al- 
ready had been served. 

Department of justice officials 
claimed Grossman’s offense was an 
Offense against the government, and 
explained that almost every President 
nad granted similar pardons, the total 
being twenty-five or thirty.

Had Support of the Court. 

In all of these cases, however, the 
sentencing judge concurred ih the 
pardon, while in the Grossman case 
Judge Landis vigorously objected. The 
concurrence has nothing to do with 
law; but assures that the sentencing 
judge will not be personally affronted.

“This law is very important, not | 
merely in itself, but as a conerete ex- 
ample of hew socialism which is to be 
put into operation as soon as these 
honorable gentlemen have a ma- 
jority,” Mr. Lloyd George declared. 

He pointed out that it was absurd | 
tc say this measure was not a gov- 
ernment measure, since it was drafted | 
by the solicitor general and the open- 
ing speech in its favor was made by | 
the secretary for mines. 

The bill provided for the seizure of 
mine royalties and the everitual pur- 
chase of all mining properties by the 
state and their operation on a profit 
sharing plan, under which any profits 
should go back into the industry, while 
any losses should be paid by the treas- 
ury. Mr. Lloyd George called this 
“new. socialism, in which the miners 
were sure to win either way—at the 
tax payers’ expense.” 


Hint at New Mine Strife. 


The bill provided for a mining com- 
mission to purchase gradually all min- 
ing properties in Great Britain. The 
administration, meanwhile, would be 
nationalized under control of a mining 
council of twenty members, with a 
chairman appointed by the king.

It was during the investigation of 
the murders of John Duffy, Philadel- 
phia gunman, and Maybelle Exley- 
Duffy that the police discovered a dia- 
mond wedding ring worn by Mrs.

THE BONUS VETO. 
We regret that President Coolidge has vetoed 
the insurance bonus bill It was a compromise 
which advocates of adjusted compensation offered 


in hope that the opponents would agree at least” 


to that. The soldiers did not care much for it. 
The prudent and wise ones would know that a 
life insurance policy of about $1,000 is a good thing 
to have but many citizens who were in the army 
are still young men and naturally they are think- 
ing of what they could do with cash and not of 
their dependents.

Nevertheless we think it is 
not good for the nation to make its soldiers feel 
that they are discarded after war and that the 
sensible man is the man who stays comfortably

The soldier in the army takes his pay. He is 
not selling his patriotism for that. He takes it 
because he needs it and frequently has folks 

. at home who need ten times as much as he can 

_ get. For purposes of morale the bonus was worth 
the money it would take.

KEEP THE LAKE CLEAN.

IS THE CONSTITUTION A 
SCRAP OF PAPER? 


If the decision of Judges Carpenter and Wilker- 
son denying the right of the President to pardon 
Philip Grossman is upheld by the Supreme court, 
it will remove one more clause from the constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

With the technique of legal decision it is not 
easy to differ. By a sophistry cunningly written 
| into the Volstead act, Grossman is being punished

not for violating a law of the land but for disobey- 


ing a judge’s order that he do not disobey the law 
of the land. The President, they say, has no power 
to pardon men whom the judges order not to dis- 
obey the law, although he. may pardon those who 
disobey the law. 4 

The violence to thé constitution in this case 
arises from the fact that a power was conferred 
upon the court inconsistent with the bill of rights 
of the United States. The injunction clause of the 


| Volstead act was inserted to defeat the right of 


trial by jury. 

The history of criminal law shows that juries 
tend to execute the law in a spirit of leniency and 
judges exert the law in the direction of tyranny. 
Our constitution recognized that fact. However, 
it was the intention of the framers of the Volstead 
act to have the statute administered in the latter 
way, the constitution of the United States to the 
contrary, notwithstanding. 

Whether Grossman was a good citizen or an evil 
character, he was charged with the commission of 
a crime and convicted of a crime. The right of 
trial by jury * denied. The President of the 
‘United States, acting under the pardoning power 
— upon him by the constitution, pardoned 
him of the crime. | 
Judges Carpenter and Wilkerson hold in effect 
that thei# powers under the Volstead act to punish 
contempt) supersede those of the President under 
the constitution to pardon a criminal. 

The Volstead act supersedes the constitution 
the United States. 
By the same reasoning, congress has power ‘to 
abolish the right of trial by jury and the right of 
executive clemency in all causes by statutes 
authorizing the judiciary to enjoin all crimes. 
This is absurd, of course, but it has almost be- 
come the law of the land. 


ECONOMIC LAW STRONGER 
THAN UNIONISM. 


The situation in which, the United Mine Work- 
ers of Illinois find themselves furnishes an inter- 
esting lesson in the laws of economics. N 
For years the United Mine Workers have been 
in absolute control of the mining industry of Mli-, 
nois. They say who shall and who shall not work; 
what shall be the wages and the working condi- 
tions. They execute their decisions by force and 
are in political alliance with the government of the 
state. 

It would seem that men bound together by an 
organization of such power would be enjoying 
the height of prosperity. To the contrary, they 
are suffering from a very high degree of unem- 
ployment and are floundering around in quest 
of means to restore their lost welfare. 

Thelt trouble lies in that, possessing the power 
to control their industry, they have not controlled 
it wisely. By suppression ¢f modern machinery, 
by maintaining too many workmen in the indus- 
try id order to collect a vast fund of dues, by 
fixing short hours at high wages, they have raised 
the price ot their commodity, formerly supposed 
to be a natural monopoly, to such a height that 
it has created competition for itself and compelled 
consumers to economize in its use to a point where 
their industry has broken down. 

In the face of the high price of coal, consumers 
have resorted to off fuel, have bought economical 
furnaces and boilers, have abandoned the heavy 
coal using individual power plants for central 
station power and have practiced economy in the 
use of coal for all purposes. The demand for coal 
in consequence has fallen far below the amount 
the mines with ali their rules and restrictions can 
supply. Follows the inevitable consequerce, pros- 
tration of the industry. 

Hitherto the problem of making ends meet has 
been solely one before the owner and employer. 
His has been the problem of maintaining a price 
which: would retain the market and still meet its 
cost of production. ¢ : 

With the miners’ federation in absolute control 
of wage scales and working conditions, including 
the use of labor saving machinery, the operator 
has been reduced to the status of a salesman Sen 
ing an article at specific price. The price of coal 
has become too high for him to sell. Therefore, 
the industry and the workmen in the industry in 
spite of all their extraordinary industrial and 
political power are tn want. 

This should be a lesson to our parlor pinks and 
“modern liberals,” but we don't syppose that the; 
will learn anything from it.

WHAT MOSQUITOES LIKE. 
THE STITCH IN TIME. 
OSQUITOES have likes and dis- 
likes.” In the list of mosquito 
delicacies, cow leads and chicken 
closes, and horse, man, sheep, 

goat, dog, pig, rabbit, and cat come in 
between. If, to a mosquito, we do not 
taste as good as cow we need not de- 
spair, the fair lady prefers us to cat and 
for her a chicken dinner has no claim at 
all. But here, as elsewhere, generaliz- 
ing is dangerous. Mosquitoes like to feed 
upon some humans more than they do on 
some cows and, on the other hand, cer- 


chicken. These are the conclusions of 
Bull and Reynolds, but we remember the 
story which Gen, Gorgas told us of the 
old white horse and even the men who 
served as attractive mosquito bait. 

The conclusiog that Bull and Reynolds 
arrive at is that in a country where 
there is much malaria, the preference 
which mosquitoes have for cow and horse 
blood will not suffice to protect humans. 
But that in a country where there is 
only a little of the disease, if cows and 
other domestic animals are housed close 
to bedrooms, the spread of malaria may 
be held in check. 


— 

Investigators have tried to find what 
kinds of oils mosquito larvae or wiggle- 
tails did not like. It was found that any 
kind of oil put on the top of water would 
kill wigglers. Castor Oil, sweet oil, min- 
eral oil—anything suffices if it is oil and 
if it spreads. However, more volatile 
oils kill more quickly because they pene- 
trate better and possibly also because 
the fumes are poisonous. If one kind of 
oil is not at hand, another can be used. 
No one is justified in not spraying with 
oll because the supposed best kind is not 
available. 

A Barcelona scientist thought a cer- 
tain water weed called charra would kill 
mosquito larvae. It was supposed to 
secrete a poison which killed them. It 
has been found that this water weed 
grows abundantly in shallow waters in 
the Canal Zone. These shallow waters 
were stacked with top minnows to eat 
mosquito larvae. It was found that the 
rank growing charra served as hiding 
places in which wiggletails could feed 
and into which minnows could not pene- 
trate. If mosquito larvae dislike charra 


as the Barcelona scientist contends, they 


are willing to forget their dislike when 

the altertiative is to be swallowed by a 

hungry minnow.

Every citizen’s patriotism is offended 
at the sight of one of our own people 
forced to beg for his existence. And 
how much more so is it debased and hu- 


miliated when hg discovers it is one 
of the men who was forced to beggary 
because of wounds or disease brought on 
by war service. 

By some queer ruling of the veterans’ 
bureau, thousands of men all- 
ments could be traced back to a period 
prior to the war, have been cut off from 
any compensation or training. It does 
not matter how much these cases were 


that a man had some pre-war ail- 
ment; he is cut off from all help. It 
matters not that the draft boards knew 
this and noted it on the service record 
of the man and passed him on knowing 
his ailment would probably result in 
death or future disabilities because of 
the rigorous life in the army or navy; 
the case is “ rejected.” 

This organization has for several years 
employed men whom the veterans bu- 
reau has pronounced “nonfeasibie for 
any kind of vocational training.” We 


give them honest employment the year 
around.

Suicide Increasing

at Alarming Rate

In 1923 almost 13,006 people of the 
United States committed suicide. The 
exact known number, ‘according to the 
Savea-Life league of New York, is 
12,948. The oldest suicide was 97, the 


youngest 6. If all cases of suicide were 
known, the probability, in the opinion: 


of the league, is that the number would 
reach fifteen or sixteen thousand. 


Curiously enough, the number of 


male deaths by self destruction was 
double that of the female—the males 
8,632, the females 4,316.

The trjviality of reasons for self-de- 
struction is not the least remarkable 
phase of the thing. The fact that 
those possessed apparently of the 
means for the most comfortable form 
of living grow sick of life and choose 
the cowardly way out is another start- 
ling disclosure th the league’s report. 
Conspicuous in the death roll is a 
large number of persons socially promi- 
nent, educated, anq; wealthy. In the 
list appear the names of sixty-two 
physicians, forty-eight lawyers and 
judges, fourteen ministers and church 
leaders, thirty-two college students, 
sixty-four bankers, seventy-two brok- 
ers, forty-three actors, twenty-six edi- 
tors and writers, thirty-two clubmen, 
fifty society women, more tfan one 
hundred wealthy men and women, 
many ranked as millionaires, and 110 
presidents and owners of large busi- 


ness concerns. 


One woman committed suicide over 
the death of her canary bird. A girl 
died of gas because she was not al- 
lowed to be a regular flapper. A spin- 
ster drowned herself, leaving a note 
in which she simply said: “ Damn the 
men!” A young man left no other ex- 
cuse behind than that things were too 
slow and he wanted to try a new ex-

“Sickness, poverty, loneliness, and 
remorse are the most frequent causes 
among adults,” reads fhe statement of 
the league. An authority has stated 
that 20 per cent of the suicides of our 
country were due to business failures 
last year. Probably one-third of all 
suicides each year are insane, and an- 
other third of all, sane and insane, are 
thé result of some sex troubles. The 
increase in self destruction among 
women in recent years doubtless is due 
to woman’s newly acquired personal 
liberty. Many have joined the ‘fast 
set —not necessarily questionable— 
with its endless social whirl, dinners, 
dances, and cigarets, which often cause 
physical collapse and nervous break- 
downs, frequently ending in disaster, 
disgrace or death. 

“During the last five years about 
4.000 children, between the ages of 5 
and 18, have been on the suicide last, 
a number, fortunately not having suc- 
ceeded. One girl made twelve differ- 
ent attempts to die. Most of these chil- 
dren and young people ended their 
lives because of unhappy home condi- 
tions, youthful marriages, and the jazz 
spirit of the times.”
